The New Atlantic Cable. 


(From the Pall Mall Gazette.) 


As the Moniteur has now confirmed 10 
an official manner the statement of a con- 
cession of the right of laying down # sub- 
marine telegraph cable between Brest and 
the United States it may be worth while to 
mention a few of the particulars of this 
enterprise. A corresponding concession 
has been granted by the State of New York, 
and the cable will be laid direct from Brest 
to New York City. This concession is un- 
derstood to be an exclusive one—one on 
the French side, at any rate—for twenty 
years. The grounds upon which the pro 
jectors have found fayour with the Freach 
and New York State Governments have 
been, chiefly, that the proposed cable will 
obyiate the cireuity and delay incident to 
the present line, and will also lessen the 
existing liability to casualties. By the only 
route we now have not less than four sub 
marine cables have to be employed, while 
the electric fluid has to perform four land 
journeys also before a message can be sent 
from the Continent of Europe to New 
York. There intervene—1, the North Sea, 
or the English Cannel ; 2, the Irish Sea ; 
8, the Atlantic ; 4, the sca between New 
foundland and the American Continent} 
while the wires hayé also to be carried 
across England, Ireland,Newfcundland and, 
lastly, from the coast of British America 
southwards to New York. 

It is, perhaps, surprising that with this 
circuity messages are sent from Europe to 
the United States as quickly as they are ; 
but there is no doubt that communication 
will be very much accelerated if, as is said, 
a merchant or broker nt Paria will he able 
liwrally to speak into New York. It muy 
possibly be a sanguine calculation that 
messages between those cities muy be sent 
and answered in balf an’ hour, aad that 
mersages may be sent from Berlin or 
Franktort to New York and answered with: 
in an hour; but the difference of time must 
obviously be very great. Itis thought also 
that the directness and simplicity of this 
route will very much diminish the chances 
ot communication with America being 
from time to time put out of gear, Ocean 
telegraphy has now been carried to sucli 
perfection that there is more fear of mishap 
by land than by sea; and, in point of fact, 
during the last two winters, when we bave 
several times been alarmed by a stoppage 
of messages, the explanation in each case 
lias been that storms had blown down the 
Jand telegraphs, sometimes in Newfound: 
Jand, sometiines on the American mainland, 
From this danger, whatever it may amount 
to, the new line will be exempt. As the 
capital it will represent will, it is stated, be 
only £1,000,000, and us the working expen> 
sea, with only two stations (ut Brest and at 
New York,) ought to be very amall, it is 
probable that thia project will. bring the 
luxury of telegraphing across the Atlantic 
within the reach of persone of very moder+ 
ate meaps. A cable laid noross the Boglieh 
Chan from Falmouth to Brest, would 
also give us the benefit of it, It is under 
stond that the new Atlantic cable will be 
ready for laying next June,

No regulation has been adopted, or de 
cision given, against admitting girls to 
puraue the whole course of Grammar School 
stadies if the Trustees and Master of any 
Grammar School wish thus to admit girls. 
There is no more regulation against the 
admission of girls than of boys to the 
Grammar Schools, There is even an ex 
preat regulation to admit girls to learn 
French, without studying Greek or Latin. 
But the real object of the complaining par- 
ties would seem not the admission of girls 
to the grammar schools, but paying the 
masters out of the grammar school fund 
for the admission of yirls, and relieving the 
parents of such girls from the payment of 
fees on account of the admission of their 
daughters. 

But there are maby grammar schools 
where girls are admitted, that would be 
losers it the grant were ributed on the 
basis of the girls and boys’ attendance com 
bined. If such a mode of computation 
were adopted, the rate per pupil would of 
course be smaller than when the boys alone 
are reckoned. 

According to the returns of 1867, if a 
school had an average attendance of 10 boys 
and 4 girls, and the girls were reckoned in 
the distribution of the grant, such a school 
would receive precisely the same grant a3 
it would if the boys only were reckoned, 
the higher rate per popil in the latter case 
making up the amount. 

There were upwards of 80 schools which 
admitted girls in 1867, and yet, if the girls 
had been reckoned, their grants would have 
been less than they are the current year. 
Of course where the average attendance 
of girls is in a great proportion to that ot 
boys than 1 to 10 the grants would have 
been larger, while those with a smaller pro- 
portion of girls would have had smaller 
grants. 

On the other hand there are Trustees and 
Masters of Grammar schools who bave never 
admitted the propriety of educating large 
girls and boys together who confine the 
whole work and strength ofthe teaching 
stuffto teaching the boys the prescribed 
course of grammar school subjects, und 
complain as unjust to them that a part of

the grammar school fund should be divert- 
ed from them to other grammar schools for 
persuading numbers of girls to learn Latin 
—a waste of timein nineteen cases out of 
twenty, anda preventative tosuch girls 
getting a solid and useful education. For 
myself, I haye never had a daugther taught 
Latin ; butI am, of course no rule for others. 
Whena girl happens to possess great 
talents for learning languages, and her 
parents wish her to master the whole family 
of the most popular modern languages, the 
preliminary study of Latin would, in my 
Opinion, greatly facilitate the acomplish- 
ment of that object. But I cannot suppose 
there are from 20 to 40 such feminine 
prodigies in each of halfadozen county 
towns and villages in this province ina 
single year, when there have not been three 
such in the city of Toronto during the last 
ten years. NordoIthink the Grammar 
School fund was intended to provide for 
such cases. 
I am equally concerned with any others 
for the superior education of girls; but I 
am not disposed to advocate acourse which 
I believe will impede, rather than promote, 
the proper education of girls. I think 
many boys would do better to get a good 
solid English education thanto neglect it 
for a smattering of Latin. 
The following extract from an official 
letter which I addressed last December, to 
a Chairman of a Grammar School Board of 
Trustees, will show that I have not acted 
hastily or arbitrarily in the matter, but de- 
liberately and according to law ; 
“Thave the honor to state, in reply to 
your letter of the 23rd instant, that the 
question which you so ably discuss is un 
der the consideration of the Law Officers 
of the Crown in regard to the provisions 
one intentions of the Grammar Scliool 
ay. 
“The Trustees and Masters of some 
Gtammar Schools believe that Grammar 
Schools, as well as University Colleges,were 
intended for boys ; and that no part of the 
fund set apart for Grammar Scnools, any 
more thno-the University endowment, was 
intended for othérttran~the—education of 
boys or young men, They have, therefore, 
complained that while they educate only 
boys, other schools are paid for admitting 
girls, the great majority of whom are press- 
edto learn Latin merely to increase the 
apportionment of the school, without any 
{ntention of studying Italian, French, Span 
ish and Portuguese, to which the study of 
Latin js an appropriate introduction, and 
most of whom do not go beyund the first or 
second declension. It is also urged that if 
the Grammar School fund is apportioned 
according to the average attendance of boys 
Only, then all Grammar Schools will be 
treated alike; and if the Trustees and 
Masters ot some Grammar Schools think 
proper to admit girls, they can do so, and 
charge such fees for their attendance as they 
lease, Itisalso urged that the English 
branches of education are less efficiently 
taught in the Grammar Schools than in the 
Common Schools.” 
I may remark that I administer the 
Grammar School law, not only us above 
stated, according to the legal opinion and 
advice of the first Law officer of the Grown, 
but also upon the principle which I believe 
to be just to the Master and Teachers of all 
the Grammar Schools; and to the beat 
interests of Grammar School education, I 
think, however, that since our separation 
from Lower Canada, it isa question for 
consideration whether French should be 
made imperative in any case, any more than 
Grammar--thus leaving simply two courses 
of instruction in the Grammar Schools—an 
elementary classical, and a higher English 
course, 

As to the question of the higher educa- 
tion of girls, this is not the place or occasion 
to discuss it. Ihave not omitted this im 
portant subject in my Special Report, just

Lieut, Col. Jarvis and the Port 
Hope Volunteers, 


“The Port Hope press bas recently been say- 
ing hard things of Lieut. Col. Jarvis, A. A. G., 
whose duty it was recently toinspect the 46th 
battalion. It appears that the gallant Colonel 
made some animadyersions upon either men or 
officers, or both, which were more forcible than 
complimentary, Weare not told what ois 
words were, aod consequently unable to judge 
of thelr value, but we are told that they were 
such as to render bimaelf extremely unpopular, 
and to elicit from the local journals acknow- 
ledgements of flerce resentment, It isa matter 
ofyreat regret that anythiug should occur to 
mar the harmony which should exist between 
Volunteers and staff, but, without prejudging 
the case In question, with only one sideof which 
Weare acquainted, we cannot but esteem it 
unfortunate that our contemporaries should 
haye adopted their peculiar line of depreciation. 
It is not soldierly, and perhaps scarcely gentle- 
manly. If the Battalion be all It should be, its 
men and officers can afford to smile at invidious 
criticism. Ifthere be anything more to be 
learned on their part, they need scarcely, for 
the credit of the service, regret that it should 
have been indicated even harshly: In these 
days of mutual-admiration it requires some 
pluck on the part of anybody to speak other 
than honled words. It would show equal pluck 
on the part of the recipients of undeserved 
censure to accept It, where it comes privileged 
by the regulations of discipline, with the diguity 
of silence, rather than the scream of pain, f 
Col Jarvis has traduced the 46th, we have every 
confidence that that Battalion will be able to 
Uve it down.”

To a great extent we agree with tle 
writer ot the aboye. It is very much to 
be regretted that any difficulty should arise 
between the volunteers and those in com— 
mand, more particularly those who are seen 
but seldom. And while we agree with the 
United Service Gazette that it would show 
“pluck” to receive undeserved censure 
without a murmur, particularly “where it 
“comes privileged by the regulations of dis- 
“cipline,” it does not show equally “ good 
pluck” for the officer who shelters him- 
self under the “ privileges” of the “regula- 
tions of discipline” to undeservedly censure 
those under his command. We know 
nothing whatever of Lieut. Col. Jarvis, he 
never having been in this County at any 
inspection, but if what the Port Hope Guide 
and Canadian say of him be true, it will be 
no great loss to the force if he prolongs 
hisabsence. Wecan conceive of no greater 
mistake then for an Inspecting Officer to 
put volunteers to unnecessary trouble or 
annoyance, or to use offensive and unneces- 
sarily harsh words, It the men are not all 
that could be desired, there is a way of 
telling them so without being insolent and 
offensive. Nor do we believe it right to 
bespatter mea with fulsome and undesery— 
ed praise ; either course does much harm, 
one by disgusting the men, and the other 
by spoiling them. Any sensible and dis- 
creet man would avoid both extremes, 
Men never object to be teld their defects, 
provided it be done in proper language, 
nor do they thank an officer to flatter them 
unnecessarily, knowing well that while one 
displays the petty tyrant, the other is but 
mockery. 5 

The trouble in Port Hope, appears from 
the articles in the Guide and Canadian to 
buve arisen from three or four causes.

They knew they had to 
parade at5a.m,, and they should have 
made provision tor breakfast before going 
out, There could be no justification how- 
ever for Lieut. Co}. Jarvis telling the mon 
they were pnid for what they were doing. 
To tell men who were taken from the har- 
yest fleld in the most busy season of the 
year, and from the workshop, where their 
wages would be double that of the paltry 
sum allowed for drilling, was little less 
than an ineult. Men, who from a sense of 
duty, drilled more or less during the whole 
year, and then allow themselves to be taken 


at the most important period of the season, | 


when the ripening grain and meadows re 
quired their labor, to do camp duty at 
great pecuniary loss, abould not be insulted 
by being told that they are paid the muni 
ficent sum of one collar per day, out of 
which the billet money has to be paid, 
Such conduct on the part of an Inspecting 
Officer proves him to be totally unfit for 
the position he holds.

Explosion at the “ Caldwell 
Crushing Mill.” 


A correspondent furnishes us the following 
account of the explosion of the boiler at the 
Crushing Mill at Marmora :— 
The boiler of the “Caldwell Crushing 
Mill,” near the “Feigle Mine,” exploded on 
Saturday afternoon, August Ist. ‘The front 
of the boiler was driven out through the 
main building, demolishing a small building 
immediately inthe rear of the main one. 
The boiler recoiled about four feet, but little 
damage was done tothe mill. Had the ex- 
plosion taken place a few minutes sooner or 
a few seconds later, serious Joss of life must 
have been incurred; but providentally, just 


who printed it, were ashamed of the {pro- 
duction. The following is the bill: 
“SILVER AT Par! 

“Notice to Farmers and others—don’t be 
* cheated by the comblination—Tnide only with

** cents on every dollar—Poor Man’s Friend.’” 

No wonder the author and printer were 
ashamed of the production, and we are not 
surprised that the bill poster even took the 
darkness of night to post it on the walls, 
But the concoctors of the placard have 
overshot the mark, They have not ad- 
hered to the truth. They glaringly mis- 
represent the facts,—so glaringly, indeed, 
that there are none so stupid but can 
discoyer them, They know that they per- 
petrate u fraud upon the public when they. 
accuse the merchante who bave signsd the 
agreement With cheating. Does the author 
of that document suppose that the farmer 
who receives from the merchant four cents 
additional on every dollar for his butter, 
his eggs, his meat or potatoes, or other 
produce, and then pays the merchant the 
saine rate for his goods, is so stupid as not 
to know that he is not cheated? The 
adyice in the closing part of the bill would 
be modest if it were not contemptible. 
The accusation that the merchant wants 
to skin his customers out of ten cents on 
every dollar, happily, is too transparent a 
fraud to produce any effect. The working 
man who to-day receives his eight or ten 
or twelve dollars in silver, and in addition 
thirty or forty or fifty cents for discount, 
loses nothing, nor dovs the merchant lose 
anything; and the farmer who gets four 
and ten per cent discount for the silver 
tendered him for his produce js not skinned 
when he pays the same discount to the 
merchant, The fuct is, all the farmer and 
the working man has to do is to demand 
the discount, and there will be neither loss 
nortrouble. The movement thus far has 
worked as well ae could bave been ex- 
pected, and with the prospect of Picton, 
Trenton, Madoc, Stirling, Tweed, Bridge- 
water, and all the other villages surround 
ing, falling into line within a fow days, 
it must prove successful.

This seems to be most unfortunate 
at the present state of affairs, as there ap- 
pears to be not the slightest grounds to 
doubt that the mill was working satisfac- 
torily in every respect. Every practical 
miner visiting the mill had but one opinion, 
and that was that it was a decided success. 
There is not much sulphurets in the rock 
taken from the ‘‘Feigle Mine,” which the 
mill was crushing, but the patentees of the 
amalgamating procees used in the mill ex- 
press their entire confidence in being able 
to treat sulphurets quite as successfully, As 
they will have to clean up the crushed rock 
by hand, we will not learn the full returns of 
the work done before the last of this week, 
but sufficient isknown to satisfy the most 
doubting that gold in the rock has been saved. 

Various tests have been made of the rock 
before crashed, and found to be rich, and 
tests of the tailings in which not a particle 
of gold or quicksilver could ba found, 
Examination of the amalgam proves it to be 
heavily charged with gold.”

Protecting Cuc ors, Melons, 
& 


ae. 


After trying various methods for protect 
ing melons and cucumbers from the striped 
bug and otber insects, we find the following 
superior to any other:—Two small twigs 
of osier or other slender wood, about a foot 
and a half or two feet long, are bent over 
the bill of young plants and the ends thrust 
into the ground. A newspaper is placed 
upon these curved sticks, covering the 
whole, and the edges are fastened down all 
around bya covering of earth. This con 
stitutes the whole contrivance, and affords 
complete protection from all insects; the 
paper being thin and pera admits a suf. 
ficient supply of airand light, at the same 
time sheltering from cold winds. Plants 
thus protected have grown twice as fast as 
those tullyexposed. Another advantage 
of this mode 1s the protection it affords from 
night frost, rendering it admirably adapted 
to plants which baye been early removed 
from the hot bed, Lastly and not least, is 
its cheapness. A gardener will apply itto 
a dozen hills in as many minutes by the 
watch, the material costing to any one who 
takes a newspaper, Unless the paper is 
very thin and fragile, heavy rains will not 
break it. Strong plants sometimes break 
through, but a better way, when they be- 
come large, is to tear a hole in the top, the 
remaining paper at the sides still affording 
some protection, although plants of this 
size are Usuolly safe from injury.

with so great satisfaction, that we describe 
it to our readers. The water dish is set at 
theside ofthe coop, and a holeiscut so 
that the hen may put her head through 
conveniently and drink. Ifshe scratches 
hard enough to throw dirt through the 
hole, in all probability it will overshoot the 
water. We may find it necessary after the 
hen learns where to go to drink, to tack a 
light curtain of cloth partly over the hole. 
We think this plan will prove effectively 
useful in preventing the gaps.

TRANSPLANTING IN THE NioHT.—A 
gentleman, anxious to ascertain the effect 
of traneplanting at night instead of in 
the day, made an experiment with the 
following result:—He transplanted ten 
cherry trees while in bloom commencing at 
four-o'clock in the afternoon, and trans- 
planted one eich houryantil one, in the 
morning. Those transplanted during tho 
day shed their blossoms, producing little or 
no fruit, while those planted during the 
darker portions maintnioed their condition 
fully. He did the same with ten dwarf 
pear trees, after the fruit was one-third 
grown. These transplanted during the day 
shed their fruit; those transplanted during 
the night perfieted their crop, and showed 
no injury from having been removed.— 
With each of these trees he removed some 
earth with the roots. That incident is 
fully youched for, and, if a few more similar 
experiments produce the same result, it 
will be a strong argument to horticulturists, 
gardeners, and fruit-growers to do such 
work entirely at night.

How To Torr 4 Strer Bank.—A German 
horticulturist recommends the following 
method to cover a steep bank with grass.

WoMAN’S WILES AND WRAK HUMANITY — 
TAR AND FEATHERS THE CLIMAX. 

A sad Casé of matrimonial infelicity hus 
lately occurred’in the village of Parkhill, 
which has caused & great deal of feeling in 
that usually quiet district. The result was 
a case of tarring and feathering the person 
whose éonduct caused great unhappiness to 
a respectable man and his family. The 
facts areas follows ;—An elderly man named 
Comfort, a wool-carder, residing at Park 
hill, is married toa young woman, said to 
be bis third wife, and who has borne him 
several children. Work becoming scarce he 
left to.seek it elsewhere,and remitted her 
at various times $50 to $60. During his 
absence one David Hunter, a school teacher 
at Parkhill, became a constant visitor at 
Comfort’s house—so frequently indeed did 
he haunt the place that the subject became 
village gossip. On Comfort’s return.which 
was unexpected, Hunter was fuund in. the 
housé, and the story of the amours getting 
to his ears a guod deal of domestic misery 
ensued. i 

The fact of the criminality of the parties 
might have been doubted bad it not been 
for the unwitting testimony of a little boy, 
who confidentially told his school fellows 
what he had seen. at his mother’s house ! 
The quarrel between the husband and wife 
was referred to the woman's father, who is 
‘a minister. “He at first refused to believe 
in thé infidelity of his daughter, but was 
ultimately obliged to give way beforethe 
evidence which wes fortheoming, What 
mukes the conduct of the wife worse is, 
that, while she was receiving money from 
her husband, she allowed her poor ¢child- 
yan to.eniery auth tne feighbors had to keep 
them trom starving! Distressed and shamed 
by the: domestic calamity, Comfort con- 
cluded to remove, and’ took bis children, 
accompanied however by his wife, to Wid- 
der. The same night that be left, a party 
of men determined to make an example of 
Hunter, and sought bim out ata tavern 
Where he was drinking. ‘They took him off 
to thi ddor of Comfort’s late residence, a 
distance of about twenty-five rods,stripped 
him of all bisclothing, and then deliber 
ately proceeded ‘tovapply a cont of tar to 
Hisskin from lead’ to ‘foot, after which 
feathera were plentilully plastered. No 
further violence was committed, and the 
poor unfortunate human Shanghai was per 
mitted to depart. ‘He found’ his way back 
to the tavern in-as sid ‘a plight as may be 
imagined, and it required a great quanuty 
if hog'# Tard and swect oil betore he could 
leanse hiniself of the foul composition. 
Several’ of the parties ‘he identified, but 
singling out two, John Niblock and Alex. 
Raymond, he procured warrants for them, 
und. ad been arrested. Supposing he 
would. not, get justice in Parkhill, he 
brought the case to Leadon, and yesterday 
the accused were brought before Squire 
Owrey, County Ma istrate, Two others, 
whowe dames we did not learn, were ulxo 
arreated/iand the case was adjourned till 
to-day for further evidence. While Hunter 
plainly denies any criminal connection with 
the woud, the feelingin Parkhill 14 very 
strong against him, and ao public meeting 
was held there on Taesday with the view 
of causing his diamissal from his position 
‘as schoolmaster, Hunter has received no 
sort of sympathy in the village, but on the 
contrary, the general opinion 1s that he 
deserved all he got, though mo, one can 
justify the tar-und-feather outrage. Such 
are the facts OF this unbaypy case, qnd 
Hunter iy seeking juation for tho pupish- 
nent he received for bin. share in. the csca 
pade.

Hatrrax, N. S., Aug. 6. 

So far the Canadian ministers have re- 
ceived attention from the Lieut.-Governor, 
the Admiral and private individuals, but 
no public demonstration. Little is known 
respecting the result ot their mission. Ru- 
mor says that Mr. Howe and other Domin- 
lon members accept'the situstion.

The Citizen says 
the proceedings are very harmonious, The 
convention appointed a committee of 17, 
including the members of the Executive 
Council, with Mr. Howe as chairman, last 
night to consider the best means in the 
present emergency for the purpose of secur- 
ing repeal. The convention then adjourned 
to Friday. 


SECOND DESPATOH. 


Hatrax, N. 8. Aug. 6.

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| THE MINING REGIONS —PROOESS OF 
—HOW GOLD I8 OBTAINED.

How is gold produced? This question 
could be answered in general terms by 
almost any intelligent person, but there 
are few, without personal observation in 
mining regions, who have any just concep 
tion of the intricate details o 
produenen of the precious metals. 

now that millions are annually developed 
trorh the yarious gulches and mines in the 
Rocky Mountain Territories and States,and 
the difference between placers and quartz 
nines is popularly understood, but of the 
ekill, patience, and Tabor essential to pro- 
duce gold, even by the simplest process, 
the public generally have no sortof correct 
appreciation. 

GULCH OR PLACER MINING. 

Galch or placer mining is the simplest 
method of taking gold from the earth. 
Gulcbes are simply the ravines into which 
the gold croppiogs ofrich leads in the 
mountain cliff’ are washed, Surface or 
blossom quartz is usually found onany hill 
in which valuable mines slumber, and the 
elements gradually decompose it until it 
separate the particles of gold from the flint 
or iron that holds itcaptive, and its specific 
gravity forces it not only down into the 
gulch, bat down through the eurth to the 
very bottom or bed rock of the raving. 
The gold, coming as it’ does from 
decomposed rock, is entirely “free gold,” 
and has no mixture of the base metals, so 
tliat no peculiar scientific attainments aze 
requisite to master :it. Its existence in a 
guich is easily ascertained by the: simplest 
implements, A spadé, a pick, and) psn are 
all that the prospector requires. His pan is 
made of sheet-iron and holds about a peck, 
The center of the course of the washing 
is found, the pan balf-filled with the earth, 
and it is washed out by dipping and whirl- 
ing the panin water until the loose earth 
escapes with the water, while the gold,iron 
and pebbles remain. \ All the science ne- 
cessary to save gulch-gold, 15 the apprecia- 
tion of the fact that gold is the heaviest of 
all substances on the earth and will always 
attain the lowest point it can find, As the 
earthis whirled around in the water, the 
gold gradually settles to the bottom ofthe 
pan, and when there is no more earth to 
wash out, the pebbles are picked out. A 
little pocket-magnet, stirred around inthe 
pan, will take/out all the iron by adhesion, 
and leave the pure gold or “ dust.” This 
dust Varies in value accordiug to its fine-

to $19\per ounce (Troy) in gold con. The 
lowest standard of “ dust” has some silver 
mixed with it, but different gulches’ will 
produce yold ranging in degrees of fineness 
as much as 20 per cent.. Any expert-dealer 
in gold in establishing mining regions can 
at a glance usually tell the gulch from 
which any lot of dust has been taken. In 
the early settlement of all mining countries 
gold is the only legal tender in all business 
transactions, unless there is a special con- 
tract for currency. Every man carries a 
buckskin purse, and when he buys any- 
thing, froma plug of tobacco toa gold 
mine, the dust is weighed out in payment 
atits standard value per ounce, 


LAWS AND REGULATIONS. 


The various methods for separating the 
gold from the earth of the gulches are all 
exceedingly simple while the first placer 
miners are working it. They usually make 
their own “district laws,” the district 
embracing.auy particular camp or gulch. 
They meet in mass council and adopt their 
code, then land laws, and all needful regu- 
lations for their enforcement. The local or 
district laws have have always been respect- 
ed both by Territorial and Congressional 
enactments—so that no better primary title 
can be procured than a clear title under 
the district laws. When disputes arise 
they try titles to claims or water either by 
a jury or by general meeting, as may be the 
adopted custom, and from the decision of 
the district tribunal there isno appeal. 
Indeed, to demur isnot often even safe. 
The dreaded tribuoalof Judge Lynch is 
the one certain to be invoked by attempted 
resistence to the judgment of the'local 
courts, 

OLAIMS. 


The claims are usually parceled in lots of 
100 or 200 feet in length, up and down the 
gulch, and embracing its entire length.— 
The local laws are scrupulously caretul to 
revent monopoly of water, and it is econo- 
mized, it scarce, so as to afford the greatest 
advantage to all. Each owner, or owners, 
ofa eae (they generally mine and cabin 
in couples), ereets « flume, or digs a di 
Tigo which to ernal ane ttre Mere crias 
from each side down to the depth of the 
bed rock. Their labor consists of simply 
digging vie earth loose aud shoveling) it 
into the ditch or flume, through which itis 
washed away, while a portion—usually 
about one-half—of the gold is Saved /by 
various contrivances, Sometimes the bot 
tom of the flume is made of a thick plank, 
into which are bored a number of large 
augur-boles, just deep enough not to go 
through. The “pay-dirt” is washed down 
over this perforated bourd, and avery large 
propertion of the gold will lodge in the 
Koreas They will, of course, t Allup with 
sand, but the gold will flod the least de 
pression in the surface over which ivis pass» 
ing, and work down through the saud dnd 
earth to the bottom of the holes, At the 
foot of the sluice or fume, a cross piece ia 
usually placed, shout an inch thick, to 
make a ripple, and sometimes. they are 
placed at every ten or twenty fect, so that 
the earth passes over a succession of ripples. 
The ripplea lodye a quantity of the enrtt, 
the gold sinks dowa in it to the bottom, 
and there remains until there 14 a clean up. 
Sometimes small boxes ure placed at the 
end of the diteh dr flame, Into which the 
water and earth empty, and while the earth 
washes out by the continuous current, the 
old lodges sately in the bottom In some 
Instances a quantity of quicksilver is poured 
fnto the boxed to amalgamaté the gold.— 
The finest partivle of gold, unless covered 
with iron, will amalgamate with the mer- 
cury at once, and cannot be separated from 
it until the mercury isatraidiod out through 
buckskin, Copper plates, amalgamated 
with quickailyer, are also sometimes used 
in gulch mining, but not generally, The 
bottom of the flume is Covered: with cop- 
per, and the copp <l- vomplerely 
with quicksilver, The earth isthen w ashod 
over it, and fine particles of gold will 
amalgamate on the plate.

PROCESS OF SEPARATING.

. Thinning Apples. 

At the present season orchardists who ex 
pect to be successful,should commence giving 
their attention to thinning frutt, A common, 
practice is to let all grow together on tho tree, 
including knurly, scabby, balfgrown, cur- 
cullostrung. ‘i'Leso being mixed up with 
good fair specimens crowd them and leasen 
their size and beauty #8 well as flavor, 
Take them in time, thin outall the bad ones, 
and several decided advantages woll result. 
It ia much easier to plok these bad apples 
now, and cast them to the ground without 
baskéting, tlian to hand pick thém and 
convey theni carefully downto the ground
